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(Twice Amended) A remote controlled computer system, comprising: 
a computer comprising a wireless receiver; 

and-held controller comprising a wireless transmitter; 
whehdn said hand-held controller is configured to send a signal to said wireless receiver 
upon user actuaHpn, and wherein said computer is configured to perform a power on sequence 
and to launch a undefined application program in response to receiving said signal, wherein 
said wireless receiver and wireless transmitter have a communication range of approximately 200 
to 500 feet, and whereirvssaid hand-held controller comprises at least one two assigned buttons 
button for actuating said signa l and wherein one of said assigned buttons initiates the power on 
sequence and the launching oKa first user-defined application program and wherein another one 
of said assigned buttons initiates the power on sequence and the launching of a second user- 
defined application . 

2. (Original) The computer system of Claim 1, wherein the wireless receiver and the 
wireless transmitter are configured for radio frequency communication.

8. (Original) A computer system, comprising: 
a hand-held controller comprising a radio frequency transmitter, wherein said 

contr<Hler is configured to transmit at least first and second different signals in response 
to at leas\first and second different user actuation operations; 

a computer comprising a radio frequency receiver; wherein said computer is 
configured to {ST) receive said first and second different signals, (2) analyze said first and 
second different signals, (3) perform a power up sequence in response to either said first 
signal or said seconcNsignal, (4) launch a first application program in response to said first 
signal, and (5) launch a\econd application program in response to said second signal. 

9. (Original) The computer system of Claim 8, wherein said first and second different user 
actuation operations comprise depressing first and second buttons on said hand-held controller.
